THE FBI’S NEW Orleans 
bureau today confirmed re- 
ports that Garrison’s life has 
been threatened. 

Agents here said they re- 
ceived reports from their of- 
fice in Georgia that a woman 
there had. threatened Garri- 
son. New Orleans police were 
notified, and asked Garrison 
if be wanted protection. 

Garison reportedly told po- 
lice his house was well guard- 
ed and he needed no extra 
protection. 

In Bismark, N.D., a defend- 
ant in a federal fraud and 
conspiracy trial was taken to 
a hospital for a mental exam- 
ination after he said an at- 
tempt was made on his life 
because of his own investiga- 
tion into the Kenendy death.

IF U.S. Attorney Louis La- 
cour honors Garrison’s re- 
quest, the FBI would be 
brought into the search for 
Novel, who left the dty last 
week before he was to have 
appeared before the Orleans 
Parish Grand Jury, 
that at this party he beard 
Feme, Clem Bertrand and 
Leon Oswald plotting to mur- 
der President John F. Ken- 
nedy. 

Russo has identified Gem.
